LONDON, May $.—With the time-hon- 
ored service of a brilliant and impres- 
sive character, George V was this morn- 
ing publicly proclaimed King of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain. and 
Ireland and the British Dominions Be- 
yond the Seas, Defender of the Faith, 
Emperor of India.

Thomas J. Akins, Postmaster and for-

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 9.—With lit- 
tle material to work with State’s Attor- 
ney Burke of Sangamon County today,

“Tl was asked there to corroborate 
Beckemeyer’s statement as to his move- 
ments on the morning of wWorimer’s elec- 
tion. 

“Beckemeyer walked to the Capitol 
with me and tola me he intended to 
vote for Stringer. I was suspicious and 
watched him. I saw Browne approach 
him at his desk and I heard them talk- 
ing about Lorimer and the senatorial 
election. I did not hear money men- 
tioned. 

“As I have said, my reference to brib- 
ery in my speech that day was spon- 
taneous and made in answer to 
Browne's assertion that Lorimer’s word 
was as good as his bend and could be 
cashed anywhere in the world. 

“I have been in the Assembly ten 
years, but I never heard of the jackpot 
echeme. I have had my suspicions that 
money was used, but I supposed every 
bill paid its own way.

Father Brennan Tells of aid 


/ geous Spectacle to Be Seen — 
in Early “se 


Halley’s comet was “spread all over 
the heavens” early Monday and was 
one of the grandest sights ever seen by 
human eye, according to the statement 
of the Rev. Father Martin S. Brennan, 


who has watched the heavenly traveler 
since it first came within range of the 
strongest telescope. 

“Those who want to see the comet 
with the naked eye may do so at about 
3:15 a. m. Tuesday, if it remains clear, 
by looking to the east,’’ Father Bren- 
nan said Monday. “It cannot be missed 
if one looks in the sky to the east, for 
it appears with all its grandeur as a 
ruonster sword suspended in the sky. 

‘‘Look directly to the east, and about 
half way up in the sky at an angle of 
45 degrees. The tail of the comet stands 
almost straight up, with probably a 
slight dip to the south ‘The luminous 
tail grows wider and fainter as it leaves 
the head. It is white and fleecy and is 
distinctly visible throughout its length. 
At the end of the tail it curves slightly 
to the northwest. 

“Those in the West End should be 
able to see the comet from the ground 
or in any street running east and west. 
A view from a house-top, if available, 
would perhaps give a clearer vision. 

“T have seen the comet several times, 
both with a telescope and with the 
naked eye, but I was not prepared for 
the spectacle. it afforded from 3 a. m. 
to 3:30 a. m. Monday’’ 

According to Father Brennan, the 
comet is now only 36,000,000 miles from 
the earth, and is getting closer. He 
says it will be closest to us on May 
18, when it will pass between the earth 
and the sun at a distance of 14,000,000 
miles. ; 

James Shoptaugh, on engine 423 of the 
Wiggins Ferry Co., says he saw the sky 
wanderer plainly until the break of day 
outshone it and forced it into oblivion 
at 3:30 a. m. 

“It appeared first just above the wil- 
lows on the East Side, and looked like 
a star, except that it had a slight 
glare,’’ Shoptaugh said. “As it came up 
from behind the trees on the horizon, 
its tail became brighter and extended 
upwards on a slight angle to the south. 
For probably 20 minutes it was visible 
in its brightness, and then as the day 
began to break it disappeared."’

Tire Man Like Day’s Work. 
CHICAGO, May 9.—A half dozen 
drinks of whisky in a day will produce 
the same effect of fatigue on brain 
and body as a day’s hard work. This 
has been proved by experiments, accord- 
ing to Dr. William J. Wick in an ad- 
dress to the Chicago Medical Society. 
“Alcohol actually tires the muscles, 
the nerves and tne brain,” he said. 
“A man who had rested an entire day, 
vigorous and fresh, was put at hard 
labor. At the end of the day he was 
subjected to physical and nerve tests 
to prove the extent of the fatigue. 
“Then he rested another day and was 
given six drinks within the day, do- 
ing no work. The second examination 
showed his body and nerves had under- 
gone the same fatigue as on the day he 
worked.
